DEAR SIR,—As the Rev. Samuel B. 


Forbes, in hia able and interesting article. 
"The New Woman," has made a quota- 
tion from President Hopkins, * will tik< 
the liberty of adding another. 


In a brief address to the girls of Vass.ir, 


President Hopkins said (I quote from 
memory) that the fallacy which runs 
through all arguments on the woman 
question is the regarding of men and 
women as distinct classes; that they ere 
not distinct classes, but component parts 
of one whole; and that the question tor 
society to consider and determine is not 
what will benefit men as a class to the ex- 
c'nsion of women, or women as a class to 
the exclusion of men, but what will bene- 
fit both in the coinrr on welfare and eleva- 
tion of humanity. He added that, in his 
opinion, it would b* a most unfortmmtp 
and direful day for humanity if men and 
women should be treated as 
distinct 


classes. 


An illustration m*y make clearer what 


this utterance of President Hopkmt. 
means. 


Mr. Forbes cites the case of a woman 


whose husband had been the engineer of 
a steamboat. On bis death, the owners 
of the boat made her the engineer, with 
her husband's salary. Now, If men and 
women form distinct and antagonistic 
classes, in which the one is trying to keep 
and the other to get, the day on which 
this unfortunate woman's husband died 
must be regarded as the luckiest day of 
her life; for was she not then emancipated 
"from woman's bondage" and all that sort 
thing, and promoted from being the wife 
of a steamboat engineer to being tbc 
steamboat engineer himself? Whatdeatb 
did for this one woman, "a little learning" 
(which is now the dangerous element in 
society) is striving to do for one million 
women. It is striving to prevent women 
from becoming the wives of workingmen, 
and in the lieu thereof making them no.-k 
themselves; that is, "a little learning" is 
striving to add to the primal burden, cast 
upon woman as a part of the race, the 
other burden of earning her bread by the 
sweat of her brow. 


It is not a question in issue whether this 


exceptional woman should or should not 
succeed to her husband's employment in 
this exceptional case. Upon that point 
we are all agreed. All men and women 
will rejoice at it, and think well of the 
woman who was able to give her own case 
such heroic treatment, and of the ship- 
owners who allowed her to do so. The 
question, from President Hopkin's point 
of view, is this: Will men and women and 
children be benefited if the employment 
of steamboat engineers is taken away 
from husbands and given to widows,—it 
taken away from married men and given 
to unmarried women? In a word, was this 
woman whom we pity to be pitied, or was 
she raised, dignified, ennobled, by ceasing 
to be supported by a man, and by doing a 
nan's work with her own hands? And if 
it was a good thing for her and her sex 
that she ceased to be a man's housekeeper 
and nurse, and became, from a statistical 
point of view, a man herself, was it also a 
good tbiug for her children and her child- 
ren's children that their father died and 
their mother became emancipated? 


If it will be a good thing for all women 


that a million women should be like this 
woman,—doing men's work, earning -Ben's 
pay, and leaving marriage behind them,— 
then we expend mistaken sympathy on 
this woman. If it was a bad thing for this 
woman to lose her husband, to be bereft 
of bis support, to be reduced (or elevated) 
bo earning her own bread by the work of 
iier own hands and the sweat of her own 
brow, and to be relieved from the house- 
hold duties (or drudgery, or whatever you 
choose to call it) of the wife and mother, 
;hen we may well hesitate about bringing 
one million women up or down into like 
circumstances. 


That there are many women who can 


do men's work, no person can doubt. 


That an exceptional woman 'in an ex. 


ceptional case may properly displace a 
man and do man's work, no person can 
doubt. 


That woman, if they are a distinct class 


and natural rivals and antagonists of 
men, 


larearight to displace men and take 
heir work away from them, no person 
can doubt. 


That young children can do a great deal 


of work in mines and factories which 
adults would otherwise do, no person can 
doubt. 


That young children, if they are a dis- 


tinct class and natural rivals and antago- 
nists of adults, have a right to displace 
adults and take their work away from 
ihem, no person can doubt.

thing for women and children and 
he human race to treat women and child' 
reu as distinct classes, and encourage them 
o forsake the home and the school aud I 
inter the fierce battle of modern rompe- I 
ition, is a proposition which a vast uum- !

inue to doubt.

many women doing men's work iu the 
harvest fields of France. The proportion 
generally was that of five women to two 
men; and the five women, I think it safe 
osay, displaced four men.

THE NEW WOMAN. 


Continued From First Pago, 


girls moving with weary, plodding steps, 
and middle-aged women, gnarled .and 
bent, with stiifened muscles and jaded 
looks, I did not desire that men's work 
should be transferred to women in my 
own country; and indeed, I thought it 
would be better for French women and 
French women and the French people if 
public opinion, and if need be, the law of 
France, should interpose, as the law of 
America and England does for minors.and 
prohibit labor that operates to the. Injury 
of the race. It was not unhealthy labor 
(that is, it was cot labor which caused 
sickness of premature death), it was not 
compulsory labor (that is, the women 
were free to tate it or reject it, \t they 
pleased;, and yet it was unseemly labor. 
For a man it was honorable labor; for a 
woman, degrading. 


If women arc to do men's work, sooner 


or later they will have to take the bitter 
with the sweet, the hard with the easy; 
the fewer men there are to support 
women, tho more women there will be to 
compete with men; and tba transference 
of women's support from men to women, 
if carried beyond an exceptional extent, 
must tend to the degradation and degen- 
eration of the sex. When women enter 
into competition with men in the labor 
market, they will knock off the coarser 
portion of male humanity what little 
chivalry there is in it; and when women 
assert that they are in all things the equal! 
of men and can take care of themselves, 
the worst part of the competing clan will 
ell them that they must take care of 
hemselves in more senses than ono. 
Rivalry is an elevated gratuity which is 
due, if due at all, from the strong to the : 
weak. The women cannot say, "I am as ' 
strong as man, as independent, as tree to 
do what I please," and then ask for his 
chivalry. And the closer women's wages 
approximate to men's, the smaller will 
be the supporting power of men, and the 
greater the number of women who must 
renounce wifehood and motherhood, and 
ight their own weary battle alone in the 
gardening, competitive turmoil of the 
struggling world. 


The battle of the New Woman is waged 


nominally against the tyrant man; and if 
tie is one of a distinct class, caring for no- 
»ody but himself, well it may be waged. 
No one need defend him as an isolated in- 
dividual, having no ultimate responsibil- 
ity. If women, as a distinct class, have a 
right to fight men as a distinct class, men 
have a right to fight back; and when it 
comes to a fight between men and women, 
men will be abundantly able to take care 
of themselves. But behind men are the 
persons for whom men always fight more 
desperately than for themselves—their 
wives and little ones. The fundamental, 
abiding trouble with this civic warfare is 
that it is not what it pretends to be—war- 
fare waged against the exclusive usurpa- 
tion of men. The real, though unin- 
tended object of attack is the subsistence 
of men's wives and children. 


It may be laid down as a law of our 


American civilization that every normal 
man who thinks himself able to support 
a wife and family in what he deems his 
proper station marries. It is an instinct 
of manhood to care for, protect, and sup- 
port a woman and her children, though it 
may be, and generally must be, at no little 
self-sacrifice. 
Every 
farmer 
marries; 


every foreman, superintendent, and well- 
paid mechanic marries. The poor and 
provident workingman does not marry— 
partly because he is ashamed to ask a girl 
to marry him and earn her own living, 
partly because he knows that he cannot 
earn bread enough to go round. In higher 
life it is the same thing. Undoubtedly, 
there are thousands of young men of the 
wealthy classes who could marry and live 
comfortably, but do not. Their reason is 
that they cannot support this girl or that 
gir.l or some other girl of their set in the 
style or station in which she has been ac- 
cUstomed to live. We may think the rea- 
son a poor one, an erroneous one, but 
nevertheless it is their reason. The law 
remains, notwithstanding the exceptions 
to it, that it a normal man thinks that he 
can support a wife and family in what he 
deems a proper way, he marries. 


Here the New Woman comes upon the 


stage aad tells the farmer's daughter not 
to become a farmer's wife. She speaks 
also to all of or.r American girls who 
think themselves possessed of superior 
talents and ambition, and counsels them 
not to imprison themselves in the 
prison-cell which the rest of us call 
home; not to be the housekeeper and 
and nurse and drudge and slave of man, 
but to be lecturers, professors, poets, pol- 
iticians, and ultimately members of Con- 
gress,—to be, in a word, anything but 
wife and a mother. To maintain her doc- 
trine, the New Woman, as she logically 
must, depreciates, and in some instances 
coarsely and flagrantly derides, wifehood 
and motherhood. Unconsciously, she 
also counsels women to prosecute an in- 
dustrial war against men which will take 
tho bread out of the mouths of uumb 
less wives and mothers, and compel them 
to close their doors and toil in the indus 
trial field of men's work like tho French 
peasant woman. 


Indeed, it sometimes seems as if the 


question which we men shall soon have 
to face will be whether we will fight for 
theNew Woman and her rights or for the 
subsistence o! our own wives and daugh- 
ters. 
In reading the records of great 


men, -we continually—almost invariably— 
meet the sentence, "Hi& mother was a re- 
markable woman." It is getting to be a 
general belief in this day that a remarka- 
ble woman should be anything but a, wife 
and a mother. The chief and lasting evi. 
ot this New Woman movement is, that it 
is, directly and indirectly, consciously 
and unconsciously, inimical to marriage, 
stigmatizing it as the last resort of the 
Unfortunate, robbing it of its dignity and 
ot its old contentment, and taking the 
brightess and ablest of our American 
girls out of the ranks of wifehood and 
motherhood, and hastening the degener- 
ation of our American race.

family, and not the individual, "Is the 
unit ot society;" that "this character ol 
It should be, and unconsciously is, oue of 
the most cherished objects ot Christian 
civilization;" and that "unhappy will be 
the nation whose legislative mind shal 
regard society simply as a moss of Individ 
ttato, and not as a combination of families.'

Chicago, July 1.—Since the meeting 


of the democratic national bimetallic 
committee yesterday afternoon, when 
the outlook of the money struggle was 
pretty thoroughly discussed, the silver 
men here express absolute confidence 
of victory and scoff at the idea of any 
compromise whatever. At the meeting 
there was more or less individual dis- 
cussion of Mr. Whitney's attitude 
amonir the delegates and it was noted 
that there was no expression on tha 
part of any one favorable to yielding 
anything to the gold standard element. 
The general opinion on this score was 
•well hummed up in a characteristic re- 
mark by Senator Harris: "I am,'' the 
cenator said, "one of many thousands 
of democrats and of many hundreds of 
delegates. I can't, of course, speak 
for all, but I can speak for myself. I 
•want no 
compromise. 
We should 


either have a declaration for the free 
coinage of silver on the terms of 
equality with gold at the ratio of 16 
to 1, so plain that no human being can 
misunderstand 
it, 
or ire should 


have an equally plain pronounce- 
ment for the gold standard, and 
I think I know which it will be."
